A:, at the St. Louis church ser- 
vice. 


Before embarking-on a nation- 


wide campaign, the Democratic 


team will spend 16 hours in the 
St. Louis area. 


The Dukakis campaign also 
was expected to announce that 
Mark Longabaugh, Gephardt’s 
Washington political aide and 
former New Hampshire. presi- 
dential campaign director, will 
head the Dukakis campaign in 
Missouri. 

Though many area delegates 


to the convention agreed that the 
Democratic ticket would attract 
many switchover Democrats 
back home, some worried that 
the state party is not ready to 
incorporate the Dukakis cam- 
paign. 

The differences were evident 
Thursday: night when many of 
the state’s 37 Jackson delegates 
continued to wear their Jackson 
buttons as they waved Di 
posters. 

Ladue resident Joan Horn said 
local Democrats needed to get to 
work on getting out the vote dur- 
ing the 12 weeks before the’ 
November election. 

Eugene Martin, a St. Louis 
delegate for Jesse Jackson, wor- 
ried that the Dukakis and Jack- 
son camps in Missouri did not 
meet-to plan their strategy dur- 
ing the national convention. He 
said the two’ campaigns were 
competing only a week ago and 
their goals. have been different 
in many respects. 

“We should have a plan ir 
place,’” he said. - 

But others like NortkpSt. Louis 
Rep. William Clay were not as

The board is also trying to 
establish a syStem of setting 
goals.

“The board has not set its own 
goals as a board,”’ Terrell said. 
“We've just kind of agreed to 
whatever goals the superinten- 
dent set.”” a 

That will soon change. Board 
members and school administra- 
tors are being asked to come up 
with both short- and long-range 
goals for the district, board, 
superintendent and administra- 
tors. . 

“Tf we do a better job of plan- 
ning and organizing, we can 
react more quickly when there 
are problems,” Board President 
Monroe Worthen said.

WASHINGTON — In a strong 
“display of his fund-raising, prow- 
ess, Democratic Congressional 
candidate Jerry Costello raised 
$188,060 during an 83-day period 
beginning April 1, public docu- 
ments show. 

“We're very pleased with the 
response of the peo} le in the dis- 
trict,” said Costello campaign 
manager” Dave Wager. adding 
that.a Eroup. of volunteers 
spearhead the recent fund 
drive. 

Costello reported having just 
$27,000 on hand as of March 31 
«in a race where spending by: him™ 
could reach $1 million. He soon 
was the recipient of a donation 
surge led by local supporters 
and political action committees, 


according to his disclosure 
forms. 
In all, Costello received a 


reported $151,510 from individu- 
als, $34,925 from PACs and 


>-$1,625-from local and-state Dem- 


ocratic committees during the 
nearly three-month period. 
Moreover, Costello reported hav- 
ing $164,696 left over after“spend- 
ing $50,000 on campaign activi- 
ties. 
Nostello’s fund “gathering has 
dwarfed that of Robert Gaffner, 
the Republican running in the 
2ist District. Since January, 
Gaffner has raised $65,000, 
including about $35,600 from 
individuals and $20,800 from 
PACs and party election com- 
mittees. 

Both Costello and Gaffner filed 
their latest campaign disclosures 
June 30 with the Federal Elec- 
tion Commission. Under federal 
law, individuals may give a can- 
didate up to $1,000 per election 
and PACs may give up to $5,000 
per election, said FEC spokes-
